NEW PLAN FOR 
AIR DEFENSE 
IS PRESENTED

WASHINGTON (A P' — The ad­ 
m inistration's new m aster plan for 
air defenses has met with little 
enthusiasm among some senators 
who have been critical of defend 
policies.
